Thomas J. Haggerty, Chief Examiner of 
the United States Appraisers’ office, was 
found unconscious at 8:40 o’clock this morn- 
ing in a room at the st. James Hotel. 
He was writhing in convulsions. 
A doctor was summoned immediately, but 
the sufferer died in ten minutes. A City 
Dispensary ambelance carried him to the 
Dispensary, whence Dr. Fitzpatrick, Onding 
life, extinct sent the body to the Morgue. 

A bottle of cocaine partly used was found 
on a table by the bedside. No letters or pa- 
pers were found to indicate that Haggerty 
Intended to take his own life, and yet an ap- 
parent effort to hide his identity or conceal 
some record of the past was 
discovered in the charred remains 
of some papers in the little 
stove inthe room. When touched the stove 
was found to be still warm, showing that the 
fire could not have been out long. 

REGISTERED YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 

Haggerty went to the hotel yesterday after- 
noon about 8 o'clock and registered. Pro- 
prietor Thomas B. Miller attended to his 
wants and assigned him to room 166. The

man retired here shortly, leaving a call for 7 
o*’clock in the evening. Before that 
1 he came down stairs of 
0 and went out. He 
Peturned later in the evening with two com- 
nions and went once more to his room. It 
s said they had some beer there, but Mr. 
Miller states that Haggerty was not intoxj- 
cated when he registered, although he might 

have been drinking a little. 

The hotel people saw no more of him after 
he went to his room inthe evening, About 
8:40 clock this morning Night Watchman 
Lyons of the hotel heard groans issuing from 

aggerty’s room. He rapped on the door 
but received no response. The alarm was 

von by the watchman and an entrance 
reed into the room. Haggerty was found 
onthe bed unconscious. He seemed to be 


suffering greatly. 

Dr. 8. K Mues of 618 Pine street was im- 
mediately sent for. He hastened to the 
hotel, but bad no time to do anything, as the 
sufferer diei within a few minutes after his 


arrival. Then the ambulance came and took 


the body away. 

The bottle of cocaine was taken in charge 
by the policeman. Dr. Miles did not ex- 
Amine it, but the labelon it stated that it 
was cocaine. 

According to this physician Haggerty was 
suffering from what is known tothe medical 

rofession as tetanis convulsion, which he

PROPRIETOR MILLER’S STATEMENT. 
Proprietor Miller of the hotel stated what 
he knew ofthe circumstances prior to the 
finding of Haggerty in his death agonies in 
the following words: 

‘Haggerty came into the fhotel yesterday 


afternoon about 8 o'clock. He had a tall, light 
complexioned man with bim. I fecognized 
Haggerty because he has been around the 
hotel considerable. The other man I did not 
know. Iwas behindthe Cesk and Haggerty 
asked for a room, the light complexioned 
man remarking, He's been having a lIittle 
time and needs sleep.’

There was no one, however, who intimated 
that they had been out with Haggerty the 
evening befere. He is said to have been 
seen with Max Liaman, a friend of his, at a 
saloon across from the old Oustom-house 
Guring the afternoon, but Mr. Liaman could 
not be found to verify the rumer. 

Mrs. Haggerty, who lives at Chestnut 
street, was so prostrated by grief as to be un- 
able to see any newspaper men. Stlas Hag- 
aerty,a brotuer of the deceased, did not 
hear of the death until noon and could shea 
no light upon it. 

Haggerty was a close friend of Chief of Po- 
lice Harrigan. The Chief saidthis mornin 
that he looked upon him as a son, and haa 
used his influence to keep him an examiner, 
to which place he appointed him when he 


was appraiser. 

Thomas J. Haggerty was 87 years old. He 
was the son of the late William H. Haggerty 
of this city, who at one time was very 
wealthy and one of the best known auction- 


eers in St. Louis.

PREPARED FOR TROUBLE. 


Failure ef the Threatened Demenstration 
ef Sirikers iu Spring Valley. 


Perv, III., Aug. 6.—The expected invasion 
of 400 strikers from Spring Valley, Seatonville 
and Ladds, which was planned at the mass- 
meeting of Saturday, failed to materialize. 
They were to prevesat, by persuasion or vio- 
lence, the men from going to work on the 
Carbon Coal company’s shaft this morning 
and, under the leadership of Vice-President 


Murray of the Mine Workers’ Union, ex- 
cted an easy task. Sheriff Taylor Drought 
own fifty deputies and the Ottawa Militia. 
The Law and Order League of thiscity was 
ealled out Sunday evening; pickets were 
laced on every road with orders not to al- 
ow strikers to cross the line detween 
La Salle and Bureau Counties and prepara- 
tions made which would have resulted in 
wholesale slaughter if 2 had resisted in 
attempting to carry out their plans. Mur- 
ray, their leader, was officially informed of 
the reception they would meet and their 
discretion overpowered their valor. Only a 
few scattered gangs appeared at the county 
line and were turned back without trouble. 
The militia met the strikers from the mines 
south ofthe river, and a short but lively ex- 
perience with the onets convinced the 
invaders that they bad no particular busi- 
ness on this side of the river. Meantime 100 
men west down into the mine and are Work- 
ing at the Columbus scale. The Union shaft, 
owned by the same company, will commence 
work to-morrow, and plenty of men to 
operate it have already applied for work.

What Express Officials Thikk of 
the Meramec River Corpse. 


Believe It Is That of the Frisco Train 
Robber. 


| DETECTIVE DODGE AND AGENT BRAD- 
WAY VIEW THE BODY. 


— 


The Hands and Wrists Are Very Large, 
as Fergusen Described These of the 
Robber te Be, and a Peculiar Hand- 
kerchiet With Chimese Figures on It 
Was Found With the Remains—The 
Messenger Also Thinks the Drowned 
Mam Is the Robber. 


The officers of the Wells-Fargo Express Co. 
are almost convinced that the dead man who 


was (ragged frem the Meramec River at 


Pacific last Saturday is the masked robber 
who attempted to hold up the’ Friseo fast 
express last Thursday night and who leaped 
from the train after wounding Messenger 
Ferguson. The dead mananswers in every 
particular the description Ferguson gives of 
the robber and compares closely with a 
strange man whom the railroad agent at 
Eureka claims to have seen hanging about 
the water tank at his stationa few minutes 
before the passenger train arrived. 
Yesterday Detective Dodge and Route 
Agent Bradway, who huve been at work on 
the case day and night, went to Pacific to

view the remains of the dead man and com- 
pareit with the description furnished by 
Ferguson. They found the body had been 
buried by the local authorities within an 
hour arter it had been found, and without 
further investigation than that afforded by a 
hurried and carelessly conducted inquest. 
Noteven hadthe clothing been examined, 


nor had anything been done beyond turning 
the ckets inside out In search of what they 
might possibly contain. Nothing had been 
found except a big single-biade pocket- 
knife. 


pected opportunity afforded the robber while 
stealing a ride on thetrain. If premeditated 
the robber must have had a key to let bim 
elt into the car after Ferguson left it td 
check up the merchandise in the baggage 
car, and yet no Key was found on 
the dead man. if the act was 
that of a man who was stealing 
ride on the platform, Detective Dodge argues 
that Ferguson may have left the doorof the 
car unlocked, and the fellow noticing this, 
and finding the car unprotected, went in to 
steal anything he could lay bis hands on. 


ALLENDER’S BSOLIEF. 

Detective Allender of thé city police force, 
one of the shrewdest officers connected with, 
the Department, has devoted Dis entire time 
to the case from the hour it was first re- 


ported. He agrees with Dodge that there isa 
possibility that the attempt was the result of 
an accidental opportunity that was afforded 
by Ferguson neglecting to secure the door 
when he left the car, bat 7 thinks the body 
t meide u tha: ofa suicide and nas 
no conection with the ‘holding up of the 
train. Nor does he think the terrific explo- 
sions that tore the pliot from the engine and 
hurled part of it through the depot at Eureka 
had any connection with the shooting that 
took place a few minutes before in the ex- 
press car. His investigation shows that a 
car was loaded with powder and dynamite at 
the Eureka magazine about 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon and ieft standing oh the side- 
track near the depot, that the con- 
tents of the car have since been 
checked and the discovery made that 
a fourteen-pound can and two seven- 
und cans of rie powder were stolen. 
hese, he thinks, were placed on the track a 
short time before the passenger train came 
along. but he does not explain how powder 
could have been exploded immediately under 
the forward wheels of the en- 
gine, where there was no fire 
to ignite it, and where it could 
scarcely have been exploded, except by a 
fuse. e attributes the act to mischievous 
boys. Detective Allenderis at work on two 
distinct clews, which he hopes may result in 
identifying the men who were engaged in 
the hold up.

THE BODY. 

The express officials procured a spade and 
the services of Dr. Dunn and dug up the 
body.

‘ BIG HANDS AND WRISTS. 

The size of the man and the make and color 
of his clotting tallied precisely with Fer- 
guson’s description, but there was another 
feature that still further impressed the 
officers—the hands and wristsof the dead 


man. Ferguson had told them that while 
he was struggling with the robber 
he noticed that his hands 
were unusually big and werful 
and that his wrists were almost twice as 
large as an ordinary man’s. This descrip: ‘ 
tion is identical with the hands and wrists of 
the found in the Meramec. Another 
feature is ths peculiar figured handkerchief 
that was fastened around the neck. Fer- 
guson says he knows the man with whom 
he battied in the express wore 
some sort of a mask, and that his im- 

ression is that it was something like a 

hinese face. The handkerchief, with its 
odd Chinese characters, might have caused 
such an impression when fastened across 
the upper part ef the robber’s face. 

These were all the facts that were ob- 
tained, the stench from the fast decaying re- 
mains being so great that no effort was 
made to remove the clothing or make 
further examination. The body was reburied. 
Detective Dodge severely criticises the local 
authorities at Pacific for not making a more 
careful investigation, and says that if he 
had been notified in time he would have 
brought the body tothe city and exposed it 
to view inthe Morgue, where he thinks it 
would have soon been identified if the maa 
came from St. Louis. . 

DETECTIVE DODGER’S THEORY. 

The theory by which he connects the body 
with the train robber is at least plausible. 
He thinks that after leaping from the car in 
which the shooting took place the robber got

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Proteste Against the Passare of the Hast 
St. Louie Bridge Bill by Congress 
Made by the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change and by Rivermen— Arguments 
Used Against the Measure. 


Among the river men and merchants con- 
siderable Opposition had developed against 
the passage of the Bast St. Louis bridge bill, 
which is now in the hands of one of the Sen- 
ate Committees in its amended form after : 
passing the House of Representatives. This 
opposition has taken the form of letters of 
protest forwarded t» the committee and to 

enators Cullum, Vest and Cobb. 

The bill was called up for consideration in 
the Senate on Saturday morning, but Senator 
Cullom objected to its being taken up until 
he had heard from some letters he had writ- 
ten to St. Louis, presumabiy in answer to 
the protests he had received. It is believed 
that the bill will be taken up again in the 
near future, 

The objections appear to be based upon the 
factthat in the opinion of river men and 
others the placing of another pier bridge be- 
tween the Merchants’ and Eads Bridves 
would ren ier the most important portion of 
the St. Louis harbor much too overcrowded 
and seriously hamper shipping. Asa mat- 
ter of fact it is claimed that alrea iy there is 
too little space to spare for comfort. 

Shortly after the bili was introduced in the 
House President Boyd of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change calleda meeting of the Mississippi 
River (ommittee and placed the matter be- 
fore them for consideration and action. 


THE PROTESTS. 

A full inguiry was made into the present 
harbor facilities and as a result of the meet- 
ing President Boyd was authorized to send a 
protest Dased upon the above grounds to the 


committee having the dil in charge. This 
was done and since then several merchants 
and river men have backed up the initial 
step by forwarding similar letters of protest. 

Mr. Webb Samuel, President of the United 
Elevator Co., has taken an active part in the 
matter. He toldthe reporter this morning 
thatthe opposition was notso much to the 
bridge as tothe kind of dortige proposed. 
He thought that fa suspension bridge, in- 
stead of one supported by piers, had been 
proposed it would have met with general ap- 
proval. 

(apt. Mason and Mr. H. C. Haarstick 
Presiient of the st. Louis and Mississipp 
Valley Transportation Co., have been acting 
together in the matter and have sent several 
letters of protest and remonstrance to the 
.Issourt senators at Washington. Mr. 
Haarstick is away from the city, but Mr. 
Austin k. Voore, treasurer of the company, 
explained the objections urged, which were 
materially the sameas those formulated by 
the Merchants’ Exchange. 

The harber facilities are already so cur- 
tailed,’’ said he, that they do not meet the 
requirements of busy times, and navigation 
is more or less dangerous. With another 
bridge placed between the two at present in 
existence these facilities would be materially 
lesseped and the sources of danger greatly 
increased.’’

Rights and Duties of City Hmployes De- 
fined—Firemen Cannot Be Used to Do 
Carpenter Work en Engine: Houses 
Only Emergency Work Exempted 
From a Regular Letting. 


City Counselor Marshall, m response toa 
request from Mayor Walbridge, delivered to- 
day an opinion defining the rights and duties 


of public officers. 

The opinion is the result of the protest 
made some time ago by a delegation of 
mechanics that city fremen were compelled 
to do carpenter work on the engine houses. 
Mr. Marshall decides that it is illegal to em - 
ploy firemen on such work.» The opinion is 
comprehensive and includes many other 
questions. It also declares that sec. 120 chap. 10 
of the revised ordinances of 1693, which 
amends sec. 119, chapter 10 of the revised 
ordinances of 1887, is invalid. 

The effect of this amendment purports to 
be thatthe Commissioner of Supplies may, 
with the approval of the President of the B. 
P. I., employ such mechanics and laborers 
as ~ be necessary for carrying oa the 
work. 

City Counselor Marshall, however, in de- 
claring this amendment invalid says that it 
would allow the Commissioner of PubDiic 
Bulidings no power to make or recommend 
repairs on the engine-houses.

About Sin the mora- 
ing we came to anchor in thirty fathoms sbout 
a mile from the shore on the west side 
of the isiand, I went ashore in «a boat 
to look for water, which we soon found, and im- 
mediately sent the boat aboard to get the cask 
ready, and the pinnese et and seunded and 
found gradusi shoalings to eight and ten fathoms. 
The island being being about one and a haif 
leagues in length, bearing nearest northwest and 
southeast, the north and west parts are nothing but 
1 recks, scarcely aceessibie. The boat went 
and Drought usthree tons of water, but it was so 
difficaltto get it into the boat by reasen of the 
rocky shore, which staved some of our casks. Find- 
— ne head down iste deeper water. I ordered 
weigh. 

Wednesday—This meraing we moored in eighteen 
fathoms en the west side of the island.

TRINIDAD DESCRIBED. 
He says: Trinidad is about five miles 
long and three miles wide. It is rocky and 
mountainous. In spite of its rugged appear- 
ance the island plateaus are rich with lux- 
urious Vegetation. Prominent among this is 
ir ullar species of bean which are not only 
ible but are extremely palatabie. They 
grow inabundance. (f animal life there is 
ractically none. It is said that one time 
arge quantities of goats and pigs in- 
habited the island, but for some reason or 
other they dave become extinct; the sea 
swarms with fish and they are wholly un- 
suspicious of the hook. I look to the sea 
birds and turtles to afford our principal 
source of revenue. It is the breeding-place 
of almost the entire feathery population of 
the South Atlantic Ocean; the exportation of 
guano alone should make my little country 
prosperous.
